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1967 Preview 


For the past 12 seasons, Bowling Green State University has 
been the home of winning football as the Falcons have stacked 
up an almost unbelievable record of 90-16-5 under coaches Doyt 
Perry and Bob Gibson. 


In the Mid-American Conference, the Falcons have established 
a 55-12-5 record during the same 12-year span and have dominat- 
ed the league by claiming six MAC championships. Against out- 
side opposition, the teams under Perry and Gibson have a 35-4-0 
mark, 


The Falcons have now recorded 12 straight winning years 
and Gibson is hoping that the 13th season doesn’t bring the 
Bowling Green football forces any bad luck. 


Gibson moves into his third year at the Falcon helm with 
a 13-5 overall record and a 9-3 mark in the conference. In the 
loop, the Falcons have claimed one crown before finishing in 
third place last season, just one game behind Miami and 
Western Michigan, the co-champions. 


Bowling Green has a total of 17 lettermen returning for the 
1967 season including ends Bob Heider, Eddie Jones, and Dave 
Seiter plus tackles Chet Boyer, Dave Carpenter, Ernie George, 
Roger Schmidt and Larry Smith. The returning guards are 
Tom Luettke, Bob Spencer and Dennis Zolciak. 


In the backfield, P. J. Nyitray is set at quarterback with 
Charles Burley, Ed Coletti, Dave Cranmer and Jim Perry holding 
down the halfback slots while Charles Radich is the returning 
fullback. 


As the cover of this brochure shows, the Falcons intend to 
put the ball in the air this year with Nyitray handling most of 
the aerial show. 


As a sophomore, Nyitray came off the bench in the final 
four 1966 games and led the Falcons to victories over Miami, 
Marshall, Ohio University and Temple as he completed 38 of 79 
passes for 431 yards and two touchdowns. 


On the receiving end, the Falcons figure to have split end 
Eddie Jones who caught 40 aerials for 525 yards and one TD 
last season. There are also plenty of other capable receivers 
on the squad including Heider and Cranmer plus a pair of 
sophomore halfbacks Bob Zimpfer and Fred Mathews. 


Passing isn't exactly a foreign word at Bowling Green but 
power backs like Stew Williams have handled the majority of 
the offense in the past. However, this season, the passing game 
will be the major part of the offense while the running game 
will take a backseat. 


Discussing Nyitray, Gibson said, “опе of the biggest assets 
we have this year is that we are going into the season with an 
established quarterback." Gibson is hoping that Nyitray can 
continue right where he left off last year after entering the 
Miami game in the second period and leading the Falcons to a 
major 17-14 upset. 


In the running department, Cranmer, who gained 374 yards 
last year, and Radich, who totaled 222 yards rushing and led 
the squad in scoring with 42 markers, are both established play- 
ers. Zimpfer moves up to the varsity after a fine freshman year 
in which he gained 128 yards for a 3.8 average and scored 24 
points. He should battle Mathews, who was ineligible for frosh 
ball in 1966, for the other halfback post opposite Cranmer. 


In a nut shell, the season looks like this, Nyitray's aerial arm 
will be substituted for Williams' power blasts as the Falcons 
take to the air seeking their 13th straight winning campaign. 


As “СІҺ” Sees It 


“Overall, we should be quick- 
er and have more movement 
than we had in 1966,” Bowling 
Green State University’s head 
football coach Bob Gibson stat- 
ed as he took a long look at 
the 1967 campaign before the 
Falcons launched their preseason 
drills. 


“An established attack with 
a fairly experienced backfield 
will be our big advantage while 
the question marks are the of- 
fensive line and having to count 
on untried juniors апа seniors 
to play several key positions,” 
Gibson continued. 


The Falcons’ mentor moves 
into his third season at Bowling 
Green sporting a 13-5 overall 
record with a 9-3 mark in the Mid-American Conference.

This year, he has a total of 17 lettermen returning from the 
1966 unit that compiled a 6-3 record and finished in third 
place in the MAC with a 4-2 total. 


However, the graduation losses have been heavy and include 
such outstanding players as end Jamie Rivers, halfback Dick 
Wagoner, halfback Mike Weger, safety Joe Souliere, fullback 
Stew Williams and center Heath Wingate. As a unit, these six 
players were named to the АП-МАС first team a total of 12 
times. 


The graduation losses will hurt, but the Falcons still have 
plenty of fine players available for the 1967 year. Bowling 
Green's ace in the hole could be its offensive backfield. 


According to Gibson, "Our overall offensive backfield is in 
good shape with quarterback P. J. Nyitray, halfback Dave 
Cranmer and fullback Charles Radich all returning this year 
plus the addition of sophomore halfbacks Bob Zimpfer and 
Fred Mathews, who could be two of the finest prospects we 
have had at Bowling Green in a while." 


Nyitray, of course, wrote his own ticket to fame in 1966 
when he came off the bench against arch-rival Miami and led 
the Falcons to a 17-14 victory. 


He completed 13 of 25 passes for 89 yards in his first ap- 
pearance of the year for the Falcons. With one minute to go 
in the contest, he also scored the winning touchdown. All this 
combined work got him elected as the Mid-American Confer- 
ence's Back-of-the-Week. 


Cranmer has been a letter winner with the Falcons for the 
past two years. Last season, he rushed for 374 yards while also 
grabbing 12 passes for 136 yards. During his two-year career, 
Cranmer has rushed for a total of 654 yards and has caught 28 
passes for 316 yards. So, he is a proven performer. 


Radich took over for the injured Stew Williams in 1966 and 
did a creditable job, rushing for 222 yards and leading the 
Falcons in scoring with 42 markers. 


Zimpfer had a fine year with the 1966 freshman squad while 
Mathews was not eligible for frosh action but his high school 
credentials at Canton McKinley were outstanding. Letterman 
Ed Coletti, who can play either fullback or halfback, will also 
help the Falcons. 


“Most of the backs have good speed so we should be able 
to go outside and inside with equal effectiveness,” Gibson said. 


Looking at the line, Gibson stated, “Our biggest question 
mark is the offensive line where injuries to Chet Boyer, Jim 
Hodakievic and Dave Whitaker during spring drills still makes 
it a question mark regarding who will play where.” 


“The only sure starters back from last year seem to be Eddie 
Jones and Ernie George. It Boyer plays tackle, it means that 
there will be five newcomers or position switchers on this year’s 
line.” 


According to the preseason depth chart, Jones and Hodakievic 
will start at the ends with George and Boyer at tackle. Doug 
Ashbridge and Tom Luettke figure to be the guards with Larry 
Watson at center. 


With Nyitray putting the ball in the air, players like Jones 
and veteran end Bob Heider, who missed the entire 1966 season 
with a knee injury, become very important. Last year, Jones 
caught 40 passes for 525 yards. In 1965, Heider was on the 
receiving end of eight aerials for 112 yards. 


Defensively, the line looks strong with veterans and sopho- 
mores seemingly blending well into one unit. Co-Captain Dave 
Seiter is back at one end and will be joined by junior Vaughn 
Ferrell at the other. Sophomores Dave Roese and Tom Lloyd 
could be the tackles, with veteran Dave Carpenter also slated 
for plenty of action. Joe Green, who according to Gibson should 
be one of Bowling Green’s top players, will be the middle guard. 


“Defensively, we should be strong up the middle with depth 
a question mark," Gibson stated. Green will combine with 
Dennis Zolciak and Roger Schmidt, the best pair of linebackers 
in the school’s history, to make the middle very strong. 


“The defensive backs will be green with only Charles Burley, 
the starting monster man, back from 1966, but the backfield of 
Bob Maltarich, Joe Pearce and Richard Perrin looked good in 
the spring and will go into the fall drills as the first unit,” 
Gibson said. 


All in all, it amounts to this, the Falcons generally lack good 
depth and several players will be forced to learn new positions 
but with a strong passing attack and stout defense, the Falcons’ 
1967 outlook is far from being dim.

VAUGHN FERRELL, Junior, 6-1, 210, Van Wert, 20... 
Ferrell saw some action with the 1966 Falcons but not enough 
to letter . . . he turned in a fine game in BGSU's final 1966 
encounter against Temple . . . Ferrell is a real hard nosed 
player who is smart and coachable ... a broken hand kept him 
out of the spring drills and this may slow his 1967 progress but 
he still has the inside track for a starting defensive end slot .. . 
must work on his movement in order to develop into an out- 
standing end . . . lettered for three years at Van Wert High 
School as a halfback and fullback . . . All-League selection with 
the Cougars . . . enrolled in the college of liberal arts. 


BOB HEIDER, Senior, 6-2, 200, Toledo, 22 . . . in 1966, 
Heider had won Bowling Green's starting split end position and 
was doing a fine job until a knee injury in the final preseason 
scrimmage put him on the shelf for the entire year . . . Heider 
could really help the Falcons in the pass receiving department 
if his knee is ready for action . . . he lettered with the 1965 
Falcons, catching eight passes for 112 yards and one TD ... 
he has the best hands on the team and is a good blocker . . . 
fine size for a split end . . . ап АП-Сиу selection with the 
Waite Indians . . . he co-captained both the Waite football and 
basketball squads and won honorable mention All-City honors 
on the basketball court . .. enrolled in the college of education. 


JIM HODAKIEVIC, Junior, 6-2, 195, Garfield Heights, 20 
.. . Like Vaughn Ferrell, Hodakievic saw action with the 1966 
Falcons but not enough to letter . . . last season, he was injured 
against Ohio University and had to miss the Temple game ... 
he reinjured his knee during the spring drills and had to miss 
part of this action . . . even at this, Hodakievic should land 
Bowling Green's starting tight end slot . . . he is a tall, rangy 
end who catches the ball well and has good speed . . . very 
coachable . . . fine cross field blocker but needs to improve 
his blocking at the point of attack . . . attended Cleveland 
Benedictine High School and lettered for two years with the 
Bengals . . . landed several honors including АП East Senate 
and All-Catholic . . . Hodakievic is a Health and Physical 
Education major. 


EDDIE JONES, Junior, 6-1, 185, Canton, 20... a second 
team All Mid-American Conference selection in 1966 as he set 


two league records . . . he became the greatest single-season 
receiver in the conference's history as he caught 32 passes for 
441 yards and one TD .. . he also set the loop's one-game 


record with 11 grabs for 121 yards against Ohio University .. . 
for BGSU’s entire season, he nailed 40 passes for 525 yards... 
these figures put him well on his way toward becoming the 
greatest receiver in BG's history . . . Jones caught 40 passes in 
just eight games as he spent the opener in Bowling Green's 
defensive backfield . . . in 1952, Jim Ladd set BG's one-season 
record with 43 grabs in nine outings . . . fine receiver who has 
the ability to catch the ball in a crowd . . . runs well after he 
grabs the pass . .. has improved his pass cuts . . . better than 
average blocker . . . lettered for two years as a defensive back 
and end under BG's defensive coach Don Nehlen at Canton 
McKinley ... also earned two basketball letters . . . Jones is 
enrolled in the college of business administration. 


DAVE SEITER, Senior, 6-3, 230, East Palestine, 22... 
Seiter is one of Bowling Green's 1967 co-captains . . . landed. a 
second team АП-МАС berth in 1966 as he lettered for the sec- 
ond straight year ... he will be one of Bowling Green's starting 
defensive ends for the third straight year . . . his movement 
prevents Dave from becoming a great end but he makes up for 
this by being one of the roughest, strongest players on the squad 

. stops the inside play very well and provides adequate out- 
side coverage . . . ran up a fine record with the East Palestine 
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Bulldogs as he captained both the football and basketball squads 
and was named to the All-County football team during his 


junior season . . . earned three letters as a tackle . . . received a 
total of 10 high school letters . . . health and physical education 
major. 


JOHN SZYCHOWSKI, Sophomore, 6-1, 195, Toledo, 19 

. with Vaughn Ferrell out of the picture with a broken hand, 
Szychowski was one of Bowling Green's first string defensive 
ends during the spring drills . . . tough against the running 
game and very good on pass defense . . . lacks quickness but 
still could make a strong run for a first string position this 
fall . . . lettered with Bowling Green's 1966 freshman squad 
. . . lettered for two years as an end at Toledo’s Central Cath- 
ойс High School... third team All-City selection as a junior 
and an honorable mention choice as a senior . . . Szychowski is 
enrolled in the college of education. 


ART TRAVIS, Sophomore, 6-0, 180, Mechanicsburg, 20 
· · . Travis must be labeled as one of the biggest surprises of 
the spring drills . . . he got bigger and stronger during the 
winter, then had a fine spring . . . off and on starter with the 
1966 freshman team as he caught one pass for 16 yards and one 
touchdown . . . any other season he would be a starter with 
the Falcons but may now find himself behind the experienced 
Eddie Jones and Bob Heider ... good blocker and fine receiver 
who runs well with the ball... at Mechanicsburg High School, 
Travis lettered for four years as he landed an All-League post 
for two years and was an honorable mention All-Ohio choice 
... Travis is enrolled in the college of business administration. 


DAVE WHITAKER, Junior, 6-3, 210, Wapakoneta, 20 

. another big surprise for the Falcons . . . Whitaker was a 
member of the 1966 squad but failed to see much action ... 
got tougher last season and during the spring drills . . . at end, 
Whitaker has good movement and can catch the ball so he 
should fit in well at tight епа... he will see action with the 
Falcons at some position this year . . . lacks experience but at the 
very least, will give Bowling Green needed end depth .. . good

for the Falcons . . . started rather low on the spring roster but 
by the time the annual drills had ended, Battershell had moved 
up to Bowling Green's No. 2 split tackle . . . therefore, he must 
be labeled as a sophomore who could see some action this year 
. at Alliance Marlington High School, he lettered for three 
years as а linebacker and guard, landing АП Federal League, 
All-County and All-City honors . . . also co-captained the Dukes 
. enrolled in the college of liberal arts. 


CHET BOYER, Senior, 6-1, 220, Whitehouse, 21 . . . will 
co-captain the 1967 Falcons . . . converted from end to split 
tackle this fall-seems to have made the switch without too 
many problems alhough he missed a large part of the spring 
drills when a knee injury forced him out of action . . . one 
of the finest shoulder blockers Bowling Green has ever had at 
end . . . labeled as a tough, aggressive player who loves football 
‚+. gives 100 percent . . . lettered in 1966 while starting at tight 
end... earned eight letters with the Anthony Wayne Generals 
· · · lettered for three years as a fullback and linebacker with the 
Generals and made the All-League squad . . . Boyer got loose 
for a 55-yard TD run the night former coach Doyt Perry 
scouted him . . . Boyer is enrolled in the college of education. 
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DAVE CARPENTER, Senior, 5-10, 225, Columbus Grove, 
20... for the past two seasons, Carpenter has been moved from 
position to position but has now found a home at tackle for 
the Falcons . . . lettered last season as a center and middle guard 

. will be pushing hard for a starting tackle berth on the 
defensive platoon this season . . . tough, little player with quick 
feet who doesn’t get knocked down easily . . . is expected to 
push Tom Lloyd and Dave Roese for starting job or action as 
third tackle ... despite the fact that he was slowed by injuries 
during the spring drills, he should help the Falcons this fall .. .

1966 and was a starting tackle for the Falcons . . . playing for 
the Mogadore Wildcats, George earned All-State, All-County 
and All-District honors while also serving as captain . . . was 
also a fine basketball center and baseball pitcher . . . George 
is a health and physical education major. 


TOM LLOYD, Sophomore, 6-3, 225, Westlake, 19... 
potentially, he could be a great football player . . . has all the 
tools, size, speed and strength, to be one of the finest players 
in Bowling Green's long history . . . his speed enables him to 
make plenty of tackles, ranging from side to side on the line... 
by the time Bowling Green gets to its second or third game this 
year, defensive coach Don Nehlen predicts that Lloyd should be 
a fine player . . . he was named as the outstanding defensive 
lineman on the 1966 freshman team . . . with the Westlake 
High School Derhons, Lloyd lettered for two years and landed 
а berth on the All-League unit . . . Lloyd was also an excellent 
trackster with the Demons . . . business administration major.

of the lineup . .. by the time the Falcons open their 1967 cam- 
paign, Коезе should have developed into an outstanding de- 
fensive tackle .. . at Ashville’s Teays Valley High School, Roese 
lettered for four years as a linebacker and won a host of honors 
including honorable mention All-State and All-League . . . 
captained the Vikings as a senior . . . also a fine high school 
basketball player . . . health and physical education major.

LARRY SMITH, Senior, 6-0, 220, Barberton, 21... Smith 
lettered with the 1966 Falcons while seeing plenty of action as 


a defensive tackle . . . however, may miss the 1967 year 
with a back injury . . . if he can play, his fine lateral move- 
ment and quickness will aid the Falcons . . . lacks size but has 


real good desire and ability . . . Smith lettered for three years 
with the Barberton Magics and was an honorable mention All- 
State tackle ... also made the All-District team . . . along with 
his football ability, Smith earned two track letters as a discus 
thrower . . . he is enrolled in the college of education. 


DAVE URDZIK, Sophomore, 6-1, 230, Steubenville, 19

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About The University 


Bowling Green State University is currently undergoing the 
largest expansion program in its history and part of the exten- 
sive building program has provided the university with some of 
the best athletic facilities in the midwest. 

Last year, Bowling Green could only talk about the upcoming 
facilities but now all the talk has become reality as BGSU has 
completed its football stadium, ice arena and all-weather track. 


Following a Bowling Green tradition, the Falcons’ new foot- 
ball home has been named Doyt L. Perry Field, honoring the 
university's athletic director. The stadium provides seating for 
23,272 fans and contains the latest in facilities and accommo- 
dations. 


Bowling Green’s $1.8 million ice arena that is termed “the 
finest facility of its type on a United States college campus,” 
was opened in February. 

The arena contains three sheets of ice for figure skating, 
curling and hockey as well as for recreational skating. 


The arena’s main sheet of ice, that measures 200 by 85 feet, 
will be used for hockey and recreational skating while the sheet 
that is 80 by 40 feet will be exclusively for figure skating. The 
arena also features four regulation curling sheets and a seating 
capacity of 3,500. 

The Robert H. Whittaker Track, adjacent to the stadium, 
was the first of its kind in this area of the United States. The 
nine-lane, quarter mile oval was surfaced with a non-skid, all- 
weather plastic material called Tartan. 


The Whittaker Track, named after the university’s former 
football and track coach, was used during the Mid-American 
Conference Championships held at Bowling Green in May and 
the facility turned out to be even better than expected. 

Bowling Green’s stadium is certainly one of the show places 
of northwestern Ohio. 


On the east side of the stadium will be dressing facilities plus 
training and equipment areas to handle all of Bowling Green’s 
outdoor sports. On the east mezzanine floor, the stadium will 
have 30 offices and meeting rooms. 


Four handball courts plus locker rooms and showers along 
with storage areas have been planned for the west side. Six 
classrooms will be situated on the west mezzanine floor. The 
press box, also slated for the west side, will have facilities for 75 
members of the working press and will include 10 radio booths 
and two television areas. 


If, in the future, the stadium needs to be expanded, com- 
pleting the oval will add 20,900 additional seats. An upper 
deck on the stadium would make possible another 16,000 seats. 
Bowling Green’s stadium, at total capacity, will seat over 60,000 
people. 

With the addition of the stadium, ice arena and track, Bowl- 
ing Green has outstanding athletic facilities that also include 
a nine-hole golf course, two baseball diamonds, and 18 tennis 
courts. All these facilities are on the eastern part of campus, 
beyond Yount Road.

Head Coach Bob Gibson 


Winning footall has become a tradition at Bowling Green 
State University and the Falcons’ head coach Bob Gibson is 
rapidly adding to this tradition. 


In his first two years as Bowling Green’s coach, Gibson has 
compiled a 13-5 record with marks of 7-2 and 6-3 in 1965 and 
1966 respectively. 


In the Mid-American Conference, Gibson’s clubs have done 
equally well as they have established a 9-3 record. In 1965, 
Gibson’s first season, the Falcons finished in a first place tie 
in conference action while ending up third in 1966, just one game 
off the winning pace set by Miami and Western Michigan. 


In his two seasons, the Falcons have landed a total of seven 
players, Tony Fire, Jamie Rivers, Joe Souliere, Dick Wagoner, 
Mike Weger, Stew Williams and Heath Wingate, on the first 
string All Mid-American Conference squad. 


However, being associated with winners is nothing new for 
Gibson, who served as Bowling Green’s line coach for nine years 
before moving into the head coaching post. In those nine 
seasons, under Doyt Perry, the Falcons came up with a 70-10-4 
slate. 


Gibson had plenty to say about that excellent record as he 
developed 17 All-MAC tackles and guards. Perry also credited 
Gibson with planning and executing Bowling Green’s 1964 run- 
ning attack that enabled the Falcons to finish second in the 
nation in rushing with a 239.8 yard average per outing. 


The.1964 team also finished eighth in the nation in total 
defense and in 1965, the Falcons climbed to fifth with an 186.7 
average. 


Gibson, Bowling Green’s 10th head football coach, came to 
the University in February of 1956 after guiding East Liverpool 
to an unbeaten-untied season. The Potters racked up 55 touch- 
downs during the 1955 year as they finished with a 10-0 record 
and were ranked third in the state. 


Before going to East Liverpool, Gibson was the head foot- 
ball coach at Leetonia High School from 1950-52. His 1952 
team won Ohio’s Class A title with an 8-1 record. He also 
served as Lectonia’s basketball and track coach. 


Bowling Green’s head coach is a 1950 graduate of Youngs- 
town University where he won four letters as the Penguin’s 
quarterback, Gibson was also a regular on the basketball and 
baseball squads. He graduated from Youngstown Woodrow 
Wilson High School in 1945 where he starred in football and 
basketball. 


Before entering Youngstown University, Gibson served 18 
months in the navy. He holds a master’s degree in health and 
physical education from Bowling Green. 


Gibson is married and has three sons. 
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THE ASSISTANT COACHES 


ROBERT DUDLEY, Offensive Backfield Coach 


Dudley, now in his 13th season at Bowl- 
ing Green, is the "dean" of Bob Gibson's 
staff . . . he is the only member of Doyt 
Perry's original staff still at the univer- 
sity . . . As the Falcons’ backfield coach, 
he has produced some outstanding athletes 
including pros Bernie Casey and Don Lis- 
bon .. . He also handles the press box 
phones during the games and takes care 
of the offensive statistical duties 5 
Dudley came to Bowling Green in 1955 
after two years as head coach at Columbus 
Grandview where he was also that school's 
basketball coach for six seasons . . . He 
graduated from Columbus North High 
School in 1941 then enrolled at Capital University where he 
starred in football, basketball and baseball . . . After three 
years in the service, he entered Ohio State University and earned 
two letters in baseball . . . Dudley earned his BA from Ohio 
State in 1948 then received his MA at Bowling Green in 1957 
... He is married and has two sons. 
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JAMES RUEHL, Offensive Line Coach 


Ruehl is now moving into his 12th sea- 
son with the Falcons and is only one 
step behind Bob Dudley in total years at 
Bowling Green . . . he has spent eight 
years at Bowling Green on the varsity 
staff after he marked up his first three 
BG seasons as freshman coach . .. As frosh 
mentor, Ruehl dropped only two games 
as his teams finished with a 14-2-2 mark 
... Ruehl came to Bowling Green in 1955 
as a graduate assistant then took over the 


freshman reins the following season ... 
He was an outstanding athlete at AI- 
GS p. . legheny High School in Cumberland, Ма. 
before he enrolled at Ohio State University 
and won his frosh numerals in 1949 . . . The Korean War 
interrupted Ruehl's education as he served with the Marines at 
Camp LeJuene . .. He returned to Ohio State in 1952 and won 
a varsity letter as a center. A leg injury forced him out of the 
lineup іп 1953... Ruehl was serving as a student assistant at 


OSU in 1954 when Doyt Perry invited him to Bowling Green 
... He gained his MA degree at BG in 1956... Ruehl is married 
and has three sons and two daughters. 


TOM KISSELLE, End Coach 


Kisselle, an All Mid-American Confer- 
ence end at Bowling Green during the 
1953-55 era was named as the Falcons' 
end coach before the 1965 season opened 

Kisselle was athletic director and 
head football coach at Streetsboro High 
School until his '65 resignation . . . Be- 
fore taking the Streetsboro position, Kis- 
selle was an assistant coach at both West- 
ern Michigan and Kent State . . . Earlier, 
he also served as an assistant coach at 
Mentor High ... After graduating from 
Bowling Green in 1956, Kisselle spent two 
years in the Marine Corps, playing foot- 
ball at Quantico . . . He also was line 
coach for the Third Marine Division in the Far East Command 
on Okinawa ... While playing with the Falcons, Kisselle caught 
23 passes for 460 yards and six touchdowns . . . In both his 
junior and senior years, he was a second team All-MAC selection 
. .. He returned to Bowling Green іп 1958 to earn his master's 
degree ... Kisselle played his high school football at Bay Village 
... He is married and has two sons. Kisselle is in his third 
season at BGSU. 
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DON NEHLEN, Defensive Coach 
Nehlen, who quarterbacked the Falcons 
from 1955 to 1957 and still has his name 
in BG’s record book, is starting his third 
year on Bowling Green's coaching staff 
Nehlen has been in the coaching 
ranks for ten years and has had nothing 
but success . . . After graduating from 
Bowling Green, he took a job at Mansfield 
Senior High as a backfield coach . . . The 
following year, he took the head coaching 
position at Canton South . . . In four sea- 
sons, his teams posted a 24-12-2 slate and 
won two titles plus tieing for another 
in the Stark County Class AA League... 
The 1963 year found Nehlen at the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati as backfield coach ... The Bearcats won 
the Missouri Valley Conference crown and three of his backs 
signed professional contracts . . . Then in 1964, he led Canton 
McKinley’s Bulldogs to a 9-1 mark and the No. 2 ranking in the 
state . . . In his last 27 games as head coach, his teams won 
24... МеШеп is a graduate of Canton Lincoln High ... He is 
married and has a son and a daughter. 


TOM REICOSKY, Defensive Backfield Coach 
Reicosky, ап All Mid-American Con- 
ference defensive back on Bowling Green’s 
1964 championship team, is the newest 
member of the Falcons’ coaching staff . . . 
Reicosky, who earned his Bachelor of 
Science degree from Bowling Green in 1965 
before receiving his Masters Degree in 
1966, will be working with the defensive 
backfield ... Reicosky had an outstanding 
year with the Falcons in 1964 as he rushed 
for 216 yards while also catching 10 passes 
for 96 yards and two touchdowns . . . In 
three seasons, he rushed for 478 yards 
while also scoring 42 points .. . Reicosky, 
from East Sparta, graduated from Sandy 
Valley High School where he starred at fullback and received 
both All-County and All-League recognition . . .

QUANTICO MARINES—This marks the first meeting be- 
tween the Quantico Marines and Bowling Green . . . the 
Marines rolled to a 5-2-2 record in 1966, beating Marshall and 
tieing Toledo . . . since football started at Quantico in 1921, 
the Marines have posted a 288-104-14 record . . . the Marines 
ran up six winning years before dropping to 2-6-1 in 1964 
... former Bowling Green star Jerry Ward quarterbacked the 
Marines in 1966 but he isn't scheduled to be with them this 
season . . . Bowling Green's end coach Tom Kisselle played 
football for Quantico after graduating from BGSU in 1956. 


DAYTON-Down at Dayton they are saying that Coach John 
McVay brought the Flyers out of football darkness last year 
as he put together an outstanding 8-2 record . . . a quick look 
at Dayton's record "book proves this fact . . . Dayton's last 
winning season was in 1957 as the Flyers posted a 6-3-1 record 
and you have to go back to 1942 to find a squad that equalled 
8-2 for a record . . . however, Bowling Green's Falcons still 
held their mastery over the Flyers despite their fine record . . . 
Bowling Green topped Dayton 13-0 in 1966 to give BGSU a 
9-2 edge in the series . . . Dayton won the first two games but 
Bowling Green has now rolled to nine straight victories . . . 
the Falcons have scored four straight shutouts and have blanked 
the Flyers 85-0 in the point column in those four years... . 
seven of Bowling Green's victories have been shutouts 
Dayton last scored оп Bowling Green in 1962 as the Falcons 
won 14-7... McVay moves into his third season as head coach 
with a 9-10-1 record. 

WESTERN MICHIGAN- Western Michigan's Broncos, under 
the dynamic leadership of head coach Bill Doolittle, are a squad 


that seems ready for another fine season . . . the 1966 Broncos 
established a 7-3 overall mark and tied for first place in the 
Mid-American Conference with а 5-1 record ... in the past two 


seasons, Doolittle's teams have a 13-5-1 record . . . he is now 
moving into his fourth year after being voted as the Mid- 
American Conference Coach of the Year in 1966 . . . Bowling 
Green holds a 10-2-1 series lead over the Broncos but Western 
snapped the Falcons eight-game winning streak last year with 
a 16-14 victory . . . Western topped the Falcons in 1954 then 
had to wait until 1966 for another win . . . Bowling Green has 
blanked the Broncos three times but has given up 33 points 
in the last two years. 

TOLEDO- Toledo's Rockets clearly moved into the 1967 
year looking for revenge . . . fine things were predicted for 
the Rockets іп 1966 but they flopped with a 2-7-1 record . . . 
this year, basically the same team returns and Coach Frank 
Lauterbur is pressing hard for a winning year . . . Lauterbur 
moves into his fifth season as head of the Rockets football for- 
tunes with an 11-27-1 mark . . . the battles between Bowling 
Green and Toledo have, for the most part, been very close 
and interesting . . . BGSU holds an 18-10-3 series lead and 
the Falcons have won 12 straight . . . Toledo hasn't won since 
1954... however, in 1965 the score was 21-14 while last year the 
margin was just 14-13 . . . Toledo hasn't finished on the winning 
side of the ledger since the 1957 squad came up with a 5-4 
record but the 1967 team could well break this string . . . 
Toledo is Bowling Green's second oldest rival . . . quarterback 
john Schneider makes the Rockets go. 


KENT STATE- The Golden Flashes are Bowling Green's old- 
est rival . . . the two schools have met on the football field 35 
times and Bowling Green holds a 19-10-6 edge . . . Bowling 
Green had won seven straight from the Golden Flashes until 
Kent moved to a 35-12 win in 1966 . . . until last season, the 
Kent 11 had scored only 29 points in seven years . . . Bowling 
Green won by a 41-0 count in 1964 but had to settle for a 7-6 
margin іп 1965 . . . Coach Leo Strang moves into his fourth 
campaign at Kent State with a 12-15-2 record and many people 
are predicting that this is the year that the Flashes will really 
do some muscle flexing in the conference . . . the Flashes had 
a 4-6 record in 1966 . . . however, fullback Don Fitzgerald ran 
wild as he finished as the second leading rusher in the nation 
with 1,245 yards in 10 games. 
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MIAMI—For the past five years, Miami has been blessed 
with outstanding quarterbacks with Ernie Kellermann and 
Bruce Matte handling the job . . . that era has passed for the 
Redskins and it will be interesting in 1967 to see how Coach 
Bob Schembechler handles the situation . . . Miami had an- 
other outstanding season in 1966 as the Redskins gained a 9-1 
record to bring Schembechler’s five-year record to 97-10-52... 
for the past two years, the Redskins have grabbed a share of 
the title .. . in 1965 they tied with Bowling Green before ending 
up tied with Western in 1966... in the series between the two 
schools, Miami holds a 16-6-2 edge . . . however, since 1959, 
the Falcons have a 4-3-1 mark against the Redskins . . . under 
coaches Perry and Gibson, Bowling Green has a 4-6-2 record 
against Miami. 


MARSHALL-Bowling Green scored a 14-6 victory over 
Marshall's Thundering Herd in 1966 to give the Falcons a 12-1 
series advantage . . . Bowling Green also holds a 12-game win- 
ning streak . . . Bowling Green has blanked the Herd two 
times while holding Marshall to seven or fewer points in nine 
of the last 10 outings . . . before heading into the 1966 year, 
Marshall had a 17-12-1 mark in the past three campaigns . . . 
however, the Herd fell to a 2-8 mark in 1966 to give coach 
Charlie Snyder a 28-48-89 record . . . Snyder is moving into 
his ninth year as head of the West Virginia school's football 
program . . . the Herd has 28 lettermen returning from 1966 
but running backs Mickey Jackson and Andy Socha were among 
the graduating seniors. 


OHIO UNIVERSITY—With outstanding sophomore quarter- 
back Cleve Bryant leading the way, this could be the season 
that Ohio's Bobcats bounce back all the way to the top of the 
conference . . . the "bounce back Bobcats" has become a 
familiar term at Athensville because in 1965, the bottom fell 
out of Ohio's football program and the Bobcats finished at 0-10 
· · · last year, they came halfway back with a 5-5 record . . . 
this could well be the year that Ohio returns to its old spot 
near the top of the conference standings . . . in 1966, the Falcons 
hung a 28-0 loss on the Bobcats to give Bowling Green an 
11-7-1 lead in the series . . . under coaches Perry and Gibson, 
the Falcons have established an 8-3-1 record against the Bob- 
cats . . . Bowling Green has won four of the last six games 
and has held Ohio to seven or fewer points in all those wins. 


NORTHERN ILLINOIS—This marks the first time that Bowling 
Green and Northern Illinois have met on the football field 
· . however, the two schools have met three times in basketball 
with the Falcons holding a 2-1 series edge . . . last season, the 
Huskies had an 8-2 record . . . Kent State defeated the Northern 
squad by а 26-7 margin . . . this season, the Huskies go against 
three Mid-American Conference opponents, Kent, Bowling Green 
and Toledo . . . coach Howard Fletcher has а 67-35-1 record 
at Northern . . . the Huskies like to put the ball in the air 
and have had excellent results in this department in the past 
few years with fellows like George Bork handling the quarterback 
post . . . this season, Mike Griesman is likely to get the quar- 
terback call . . . in 1966, he completed 141 of 283 passes for 
1,899 yards and 18 touchdowns . . . look for the Huskies to 
throw the ball plenty when they face the Falcons. 


CALIFORNIA STATE-California State and Bowling Green 
have only met one time on the football field but the fans who 
saw that contest won't forget it for a while . . . it wasn't the 
score that made the game unforgetable as the Falcons gained 
a 21-0 vicory but the heat . . . the temperature was in the 
90's for that battle at Bowling Green in 1965 . . .
